ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 7.—Cornelius 
Maloney, formerly ‘a plumber at the 
State Insane Asylum, was the principal 
witness today at the session of the 
Board of Managers, now investigating 
charges against Supt. C. R. Woodson, 
accused of improper relations with 
Women employes of the asylum. 

Maloney testified that on Aug. 25, 

19038, he found Dr. Woodson and a 
young woman employe in a compromis- 
ing position He made a detailed state- 
ment of the alleged circumstances. He 
added that -Dr. Woodson later made 
conditions so unbearable for him that 
he resigned. 

Miss Katherine Boyle, who filed with 
the board Wednesday a written state- 
ment accusing Dr. Woodson of repeated 
insults, appeared before the board Fri- 
day and told the story again, with new 
etails. She told of how jealous Dr. 

oodson was of a certain woman em- 
ploye. She said Dr. Woodson suspected

While giving her testimony before the 
board Miss Boyle defied Dr. Woodson. 
She said to him: 

“You stand up here and let me show 
the board how you acted toward me. I 
dare you to let me show how you acted 
that night when we were alone in the 
Ward and you were trying to ruin me.”’ 


Asylum Steward Testifies. 

Frank Owens, steward of the asylum, 
“was before the board Friday. He said 
that last Oct»ber Miss Boyle went to 
him while she was a nurse in the asy- 
Jum and told him of how Dr. Woodson 
had insulted her, and of the relations 
which, she alleged, existed between. Dr. 
Woodson and a young woman. Mr 
Owens said that he went to Dr. Wood- 
B0n and told him the story, and that 
Woodson denied it and declared he 
Would discharge Miss Boyle; but he did 

, Mot dismiss her until six months later, 
when she had told her story to the 
Board of Managers. 

Mr. Owens said he told the story 
Openly and that Dr. Woodsen tried to 
placate him, but Owens told him he 
would not stay under the same roef with 
him, though they had been fast politi- 
cal friends for 30 years. Mr. Owens 
showed the board the following para- 
graph in Dr. Woodson’s official report 
-of the inatitution at the end of last 
year: “Mr. Frank Owens, steward, has 
been polite, obliging, faithful and indus- 
trious and painstaking, and has shown 
good judgment in making purchases and 
looking after affairs in general.” 

The hearing of the charges began at 
$ o'clock Thursday night. The sess.on 
adjourned at midnight.

Friedman Asks Forgiveness.

She said she had received a 
telegram saying that her mother was 
dying. She is a comely widow of 45 and 
has been in the institution for 22 years. 
The board removed her eight years ago, 
but Dr. Woodson reinstated her. 
The Board of Managers spent all of 
Thursday afternoon arranging with Dr. 
Woodson. how the inquiry ‘should be 
conducted, 
Dr. Woodson insisted that the hearing 
should be in the asylum and not down- 
town. He won this point. He insisted 
that he be present at all sessions of 
the board.

FRED W. BRADLEY TELLS OF 
POISONED MILK INCIDENT 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 7.—Fred 
W. Bradley, former manager of the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mines in the 
Coeur d’Alenes, said tonight that Orch- 
ard’s state quite fits in with his experi- 
ence. 

“The attempt to. poison 
strychnine in milk,” he said, ‘‘was main- 
ly frustrated by my habit of early ris- 
ing, my custom being to breakfast be- 
fore any one in the house. On this 
morning I noticed a bitter taste in the 
milk, spat it out and had the rest put 
out of the way. Several innocent lives 
were thus. saved. This milk had been 
delivered only a few minutes before my 
tasting it.”’ 

Bradley said he was so terribly jn- 
jured by the explosion spoken of by 
Orchard that he was unable clearly to 
follow the accounts of the outrage. He 
referred to the allegation that the ex- 
plosion which wrecked his home and 
himself was caused by the escape of gas 
in the front hall, which was ignited by 
a match struck to light his cigar. 

“Possibly there were two explosions— 
the first the infernal machine and then 
an explosion of gas caused by the dyna- 
mite,’”’ said Bradley. “The gas may 
have been the lifting force which threw 
me into the street.’’ 

The owner of the flat sued the gas 
company and was awarded $10,000 dam- 
ages, the explosion being attributed to 
a defective meter. The gas. company 
took an appeal, which is now pending 
in the Supreme Court.

Mrs. Bonnell of Clinton, Ill, Swears 
Dr. A. E. Campbell Wrote Im- 
proper Letter to Her. 








WOMEN ATTEND ~~ TRIAL 





Charges in Anonymous Epistle, 
Pretty Plaintiff Says, Injured 
Her Reputation.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 7.—Mrs. 


Maud R. Bonnell, pretty choir singer 
and social leader of Clinton, De Witt 
County, is fighting in the United States 
Court to convict Dr. A. E. Campbell, 





who, she alleges, injured her reputation 


by sending her an obscene letter. 

Seated in the courtroom beside her 
aged mother, whom she supports, Mrs. 
Bonnell stares at Dr. Campbell. Ties of 
friendship which existed for a score of 
years has been severed by the alleged 
wrong, and not until the jury deter- 
mines the case will the chief witness for 
the Government be satisfied. Even then 
there is no possibility of a reconciliation 
between the families. 


Letter Writing Begins. 
Seventeen years ago Mrs. Bonnell, 


then unmarried, began to sing in the 
choir of the Presbyterian Church at 
Clinton. She soon became a social fav- 
orite in De Witt County. After her mar- 
riage she continued her church work 
and got acquainted with Mrs. Campbell, 
wife of the accused physician. 

Last spring Mrs. Bonnell went to Cal- 
ifornia, and on her return was invited to 
resume her accustomed place in the 
choir. On the afternoon of Oct. 6, 1906, 
Mrs. Bonnell received an anonymous let- 
ter, requesting her to give up her place 
in the choir.. The following day she 
called Mrs. Campbell on the telephone 
and accused her of writing the letter. 

Later in the day Mrs. Bonnell re- 
pented and sent a letter of apology to 
her former friend. 

Next came a letter, alleged to have 
been written by~Dr- Campbell. It ac- 
cused Mrs. Bonnell of improper con- 
duct with several persons in Clinton 
and advised her to quit the choir. Mrs. 
Bonnell refused and announced that 
“she would not leave the church until] 
the proper officers had requested her 
to do so.”’ 

Dr, Campbell Indicted. 

Then came the investigation by Gov- 
ernment officials. Mrs. Bonnell gav2 
the letters to inspectors and they were 
led to believe that they had been writ- 
ten by Dr. Campbell. He denied the 
charge, but the Federal grand jury re- 
turned a true bill, and he was forced to 
come to Springfield and furnish bail for 
his appearance. 

Social and church circles were sev- 
ered on the subject. Some blamed Dr. 
Campbell, while old friends defended 
him. Some said Mrs. Bonnell accused 
a woman of writing the letters. For 
over a year the matter has been the 
subject of much discussion. 

Church and social leaders came ‘to 
Springfield to attend the trial. Clad in 
a tailor-made gown, Mrs. Bonnell took 
the stand today and told of the facts 
that Jed to the letter writing. She open- 
ly accused Dr. Campbell of the offense, 
and said she based her belief on the 
ground that she was acquainted with 
his handwriting.

OF REUX TUBERCULAR TEST

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If Report of Paris Discovery Proves True, Half 


Consumption Will 


Have Been Won. 





A test betraying the certain presence 
of tuberculosis in man and animals is 
the secret Prof. Reux of the Pasteur 


Institute and other eminent medical 
scientists are trying to discover. This 
statement was made to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter by Dr. Louis M. Warfield, in 
charge of the City Dispensary Clinic 
for Communicable Diseases of the 
Lungs. 

“When the présence of tuberculosis 
in its earliest stages can be disclosed 
positively by some process,” 
Warfield, ‘“‘the most important step to- 
ward successfully fighting the disease 
during its more yielding period will have 
been made.”’ 

Recent unverified reports have given 
Prof. Reux the honor of discovering the 
detecting process, but Dr. Warfield says 
that he has yet no reliable information 
of whether experimentation has reached 
the final stage. 

Prof. Valle has been making tests on 
animals in France with the process 
used by Prof. Reux. Some of this ex- 
perimentation has been pronounced suc- 
cessful, but no public announcement 
will be made until a demonstration has 
taken place before an acknowledged 
medical body. 

Descriptions of the manner in which 
the test has been made have found their 
way to this country, but Dr. Warfield 
says that he cannot vouch for their au- 
thenticity. He hopes that the results 
said to have been achieved in France 
will prove true, because it is a wonder 
for which those who battle with tuber- 
culosis are waiting eagerly.

Objected to Discipline. 

All the trouble was caused by the fact 
that a new superintendent had changed 
the old order of discipline and the girls 
did not like it. From muttering and 
grumbling they got violent and openly 
rebelled. They attacked the officials 
of the place and the fight was on. 

At first the authorities thought the 
girls were trying to escape, but this vicw 
was shown to be incorrect, the girls re- 
maining on the grounds. The Chief of 
Police was called, but it was found other 
officers would be necessary. A _ special 
detail of policemen and Sheriff Yeomans 
were called in and the girls were sub- 
dued. At one time in the conflict the 
girls seemed to be getting the upper 
hand. 
The leaders in the riot have been 
placed in confinement and the force of 
guards increased. 
This is one of the worst Mots that has 
occurred at the institution for years. 
Supt. Clay is taking every precaution to 
prevent further trouble. 

Fought for Four Hours, 
It was first thought that by locking 
the leaders up and keeping them away 
from the other inmates order would soon 
be restored, but it seemed only to agi-, 
tate the girls the more. 
The police and the 40 girls who partict- 
pated in the riot fought for four hours. 
When several of the inmates learned 
they were losing the fight and would 
be removed to the other buildings, they 
ran to thelr rooms and barricaded the 
door to prevent the police from getting 
to them. 
It took six men to overpower one of 
them and place the handcuffs on and 
gag her so she could be removed to 
another building. 
This is the second riot which has oc- 
curred at the home within the last 
month. During the other one, six of the 
girls escaped, but were captured after a 
long chase.

Meanwhile the passenger agents of 
the various roads in Missouri and Illi- 
nois have been instrueted to put 2-cent 
fare tariffs into effect. 

In Missouri the tariffs -will show the 
following reductions between St. Louis 
and the principal cities of the State: 

The rate named in each case is from 
St. Louis. St: Joseph is cut from $8.50 to 
$6.50; Jefferson City, from $8.70 to $2.50; 
Sedalia, from $5.62 to $3.76; Hannibal, 
from $3.60 to $2.40; Macon, from $5.08 to 
$3.40; Joplin, from $9.50 to $6.65; Poplar 
Pluff, from $5.05 to $3.32, and Springtield, 
from $7.20 td $4.80. 


Sample Reductions. 

In Illinois some of the reductions in 
the new tariffs show the following, the 
rate being from Chicago: Cairo is cut 
from $10.94 to §7.22; Carbondale, from 
$9.24 to $6.16; 7 ast St. Louis, from $7.25 
to $5.60; Freeport, from $3.22 to §2.28, 
and Springfield, from $4.75 to $3.84. 

Railroad men deny that the 2-cent 
fare law will affect through rates. For 
example, the rate from St. Louis to 
Denver is $24.50. This is what is known 
as a through rate, authorized by: the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Fig- 
ured on the basis of actual mileage at 
8 cents a mile, the rate would be about 
$28. The railroads contend: that the 
states have nothing to do with such 
rates. 

The State authorities insist that if 
the new law touches through business 
it will deduct 1 cent for each mile of 
the fare of the distance that is traveled 
in Missouri. The roads assert that this 
will not be the case and they will hold 
out for existing through rates, not- 
withstanding the new law. 

Reductions in Through Rates, 

If the roads are wrong in this atti- 
tude the new law would make these 
reductions in the prices of through tick- 
ets to points beyond this State: 

To Western points, from St. Louis, via

The wheat belt of Canada is the last 
West, the one unoccupied frontier re- 
maining to the white man.

The prairies west of Winnipeg last 
year produced 201,000,000 bushels of grain 
and $4,000,000 worth of range-fed cattle. 
To house the’ wheat 141 new elevators 
were built, bringing the whole number 
of interior elevators up to 1200. 

Who are the people that are filling 
up the empire of the larger hope? 
Forty-five per cent of them came from 
Great Bfitain, 30 per cent from the 
United States, and 2% per cent from 
Northern Europe. Citizens from 46 
states of the Union entered Canada last 
year, 35,000 settlers came from the three 
states of North and South Dakota and. 
Minnesota, 20,000 more left Iowa for the 
same destination. The Soo Line officials 
report that they carried 30,000 settlers 
into Canada through the gateway of the 
Twin Cities last year. The Great North- 
ern probably handled half as many.—

Diving Dress and Oxylite 
Generating Oxygen. 


Oné of the features of the recent sub- 
marine tests at Newport was an appar- 
atus for the escape .of occupants of a 
disabled craft under water. 


It is like a diving dress in appearance, 
with headpiece and jacket. In the jack- 
et is a cOpper flask filled with oxylite, 
which generates oxygen. 

Before closing the giass face visor the 
wearer places a tube in his mouth con- 
nected with the flask, and the moisture 
from his breathing acts on the oxylite so 
as to produce fresh air to sustain life. 
Oxylite was discovered by a French- 
man, but its application to this purpose 
was made by the makers of the Octopus. 

The test was made in a hogshead of 
water, but was not entirely successful,

‘even if the sash were splintered in the 
attempt. Nor can anything be inserted 
between the sashes to remove the bolt 
from the slide.

Mr. Maule’s visit to Belleville is a re- 
sult of the San Francisco earthquake. 
Shortly before that disaster John Maule 
went to Melbourne, Australia, to visit a 
sister. He purchased a round-trip ticket 
from St. Louis, with the understanding 
that he was to return by the way of 
New Zealand, with a stop-over priv- 
ilege. 

The return tickets were to be sent to 
Melbourne and be called for when Mr. 
Maule was ready to start home. He 
waited three months and the tickets 
never came. They were lost in the earth- 
quake. He returned to America with- 
out seeing his brother and loaded for 
a damage suit. The lawsuit was avert- 


ed by the railroad and steamship com- | 


panies sending Alexander Maule to 
Belleville. 
Once Followed the Sea, 

“T went to New Zealand 42 years ago,”’ 
said Mr. Maule, “‘and was one of the 
first settlers there. I had been running 
a line of trading vessels from England. 
My wife wanted me to quit the sea, so 
I purchased 1000 acres of land on the 
South Island. I paid $1.35 an acre for 
the land and here is a letter in which a 
man offers me $50 an acre for it. 

‘Under the laws in New Zealand it is 
next to impossible for a strike to occur. 
Strikers are clapped in jail. If a labor 
union thinks its men are not receiving 
enough wages the matter is laid before 
the Arbitration Board, which is in ses- 
sion all the time, and the decision of 
the board is accepted by both sides as 
final. 

“The Arbitration Board, like all other 
appointive offices on the islands, is 
named by the Premier, who at present 
is Joseph Ward. 

“Parliament, composed of one house, 
is never bothered by lobbyists.”’ 

Taxes 30 Cents on $100. 

“The general taxes,’’ said Mr. Maule, 
“amount to one and a half farthings a 
pound, or about 30 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation, which is one-third of 
the full valuation.’’ 

The law which is the most humane of 
the many enacted by the parliament, 
thinks Mr. Maule, is the “Old Age Pen- 
sion,”’ which allows all men over the 
age of 65 years, who are unable to work, 
and who have always borne a good rep- 
utation, a pension of $2.50 a week, or if 
he is a married man, $ a week. 

Alexander and his brother John Maule 
parted in Scotland more than 52 years 
ago. John came to America and became 
rich in the coal mines near Belleville.

Hundred Dollars a Year for 
Each Apprentice at the 
Training College. 


TO RAISE STANDARD 


Plenty of Applicants, but They 
Are not Sufficiently Trained 
for the Work. 


Scarcity of te. ‘-rs trainea for St. 
Louls schools has confronted the Board 
of "ducation with such a vexing prob- 
lem that, In addition to the increase 
made in salaries for. irstructors al- 
ready employed, an -ppropriaticn of $100 
a year has been autnorized as expenses 
for each apprentice in the Teachers’ 
College. 

Superintendent F. Wouls Soldan says 
that there is no lack of teachers for po- 
sitiens in the High School. There isn’t 
any request for tc- he>~ 9t all, he says, 
if every graduate of the Teachers’ Co]l- 
lege be so classed. The demand is for 
competent young women who are fitted 
by nature and by special training for 
places in the district schools. 

According to Mr. Soldan there are 
more than 100 young women waiting as- 
signment to class rooms. Notwith- 
standing that number, he says, the 
Board ef Education finds that capable 
teachers are net easily available. 

Want Trained Teachers. 
The appropriation of $100 as expenses 
for the apprentices is expected, in the 
wor’s of the board’s Committee on In- 
struction “‘to encourage attendance at 
the Teachers’ College.’””’ When the at- 
tendance at that institution has been 
increased, Mr. Soldan says, the board 


will have ample opportu.ity to choose 
from the graduates a number each 


year sufficient to meet the needs of the 
district schools. 

A former .member ef the Board of 
Educatien gave as his explanatien of 
the scarcity of teachers the present 
board’s insistence of a year’s gratuitous 
work in the class room as one of the 
requirements of a teacher’s employment. 

“Under the old system,” said this 
man, ‘‘the preparation for teaching con- 
sisted of a course in the High School, 
followed by a special training in the 
Normal School. 

The graduate was then entitled to 
teach in either the High School or: a 
district school. If the graduate be- 
came a ‘substitute’ {In a district school 
she was allowed $2 a day for what time 
she served. 

“There was some inducement then for 
a yeung woman to devote her life to 
education. She received some compen- 
sation almost from the day of her 
graduation. Now she must work for 
practically nothing in the hope of some 
day becoming a teacher in a district 
school at a salary of $40 or $50 a month. 


‘| Promotion to a place as instructor in 


the High School at a fair salary is be- 
yond her hope, unless she enters some 
private institution and spends more time 
and money in meeting the present con- 
ditions. 


Pay Is Inadequate, 


“Our young women who have given 
years of their life to study are, after al! 
their efforts, not so werl paid as. they 
would have been had they received a 
commercial training, Stenographers and 
bookkeepers, with less expenditure of 
time and money in the way of prepara- 
tion, are much more liberally paid than 
our teachers. 

“The rule that onty the graduates of 
private colleges are eligible to places in 
the faculty of the High School is highly 
unjust. Why incur an enormous outlay 
for a teachers’ college if its graduates 
are not equal to the duties and abilities 
exacted in the High School? 

“If graduates of the high schools and 
Teachers’ College were put on the same 
footing with those of private institu- 
tions, ‘which seem now to have the pref- 
erence, there would be no want of 
g00d material in our schools. We have 
three high school now where we haa 
only one a few years ago. Yet a few 
years ago, under the system I have de- 
scribed, there was no shortage. 

The attention of Supt. Soldan was 
called to the statement about the pref- 
erance given to graduates of private 
institutions when vacancies in the Hi! gh 
Se hool are to be filled. 

“That 1s made necessary by the need 
of having teachers whose education is 
comprehensive. A like system prevails 
not only in St. Louis, but in ther 
citles also. A man or woman o is 
to teach in a district. schoo! should 
have a better education than can be ob- 
tained in that school. So, a teacher in 
the ‘High School should have a ‘train- 
ing that is deeper and broader than 
the curriculum of the High School 
gives. As the college is the next step 
above the High School, the teacher 
ought to be competent to prepare his 
pupils to take it.”

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A HUMAN MONSTER. 

Harry Orchard’s confession on the witne3s 
stand at Boise, Idaho, is one of the most appalling 
stories of crime ever made public. It is doubt- 
ful if there is parallel in criminal annals to his 
public coniession of murders. Men—and women, 
too—have been accused of committing more 
crimes than Orchard confesses, but there is more 
or less doubt about the facts. Orchard, by his 
cool, calm admission of atrocious murders, places 
himself in the first ranx of human monsters of 
history. 

If Orchard’s confession is untrue—we express 
no opinion as to its,truth or falsity or as to the 
truth or falsity of his charge that Moyer, Hay- 
wood and Pettibone conspired with him—it is 
scarcely less remarkable than if true. The man 
who would coolly, before a jury, in a packed 
courtoom, assume the guilt of 20 base and brutal 
murders, with more attempts at murder, is little 
less of a human monster than a man “vho could 
commit them. He is uttérly lacking in moral 
sense. 

Orchard’s confessed career of crime and nis 
public statement concerning it, suggest Lacenaire, 
the French criminal immortalized by Victor Hugo 
as the supreme type of human villain. “Every 
human society,” says Hugo, “has what is called 
in theaters a third substage. It is the grave of 
the depths—the cave of the blind. Man there 
becomes dragon. Hunger and thirst are the 
point of departure. Satan is the point of arrival. 
From this cave comes Lacenaire.”’. Shortly before 
his exétution, according to H. B. Irving in his 
book on “French Criminals,” Lacenaire wrote: 
‘I kill men. I change a man into a corpse; that 
is to say, into some kind of a thing; and after 
I have done that I sleep and eat well, and am 
no more concerned with it than with a piece of 
furniture.” | ! 

Orchard is. fat. He’sleeps and eats well. . He 
looks upon himself as a useful and ornamental 
member of society. In a breezy interview pub- 
lished a few days ago he described the improve- 
ments that had been wrought in his physical, 
moral and mental natures by imprisonment, and 
forecasted a life of happiness. Yet he sat in the 
witness chair and calmly told of shooting one 
man with a sawed-off shotgun, blowing up two 
unsuspecting men with bombs, sending 14 men 
into eternity by. pulling the string of a bottle 
containing sulphuric acid, and of many carefully 
devised plots to take human life. He talked of 
killing men as if they were rats. He confessed 
to the killing of 20 nn. | 

In the list of ti.2 world’s greatest criminals, Or- 
chard may be outranked by Nero, Caesar Borgia 
Dubois and the Marquis of Steyne in cunning, 
comprehension and wholesale methods of killing; 
but he takes precedence in the number of deaths 
over “Jack the Ripper,” the Whitechapel fiend, 
who slew-only 11; the Clficago “Bluebeard,” Hoch, 
whp slew fiye, and over Holmes, whd preyed pon 
human beings for insurance money. Knapp, the 
Cincinnat{ strangler, is a neophite beside Orchard, 
for his victims numbered only five. 

The public was prepared for sensations in ‘the 
Haywood case, but scarcely expected such an ex- 
hibition of monstrous villainy as Orchard has 
given. 

Our comment is confined solely to the character 
of Orchard as disclosed on the witness stand, and 
does not touch the merits of his testimony, While 
the age is-pending and before all the testimony 
is in it would be improper to weigh the value of 
the evidence of any one witness.

The Terminal Wharf Lease. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Since there seems to be no general 
agreement -as to the propriety of turn- 
ing over that part of the river front 
asked for to the Terminal company, 
why not arrange the matter so that 
the company could take possession at 
the earliest convenient date and enter 
into a contract with the city tO pay an 
annual rental for the land required, the 
amount of rent to be paid to the city 
to be determined by a committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose. The valuation 
thus agreed upon to stand for five 
years, at which time the assessment 
could be made again a similar man- 
ner, and so on each five years to the 
end of the term or lease. This would 
be fair to both parties. For, if the land 
in question increased in value, the city 
would share in the increase in the pay- 
ments from the Terminal company each 
year. If, on the other hand, the venture 
was not a success and the value of the 
river front did not increase, the Ter- 
minal company: would not be expected 
to pay more. With such an agreement 
in force. the length of the term in- 
volved in the lease would be of little 
consequence. Nor would it cut much 
of a figure how many acres of this 
valuable river front the company de- 
sired, for in this way the city would 
get in yearly rental a fair return for 
the privilege granted.

ities on the diamond fall into the error 
of still locating diamond fields at Gol- 
conda. The Golconda mines have been4 
exhausted since a number of years 
and absolutely abandoned Sixty thou- 
sand workers were at one time en- 
ployed in them. When the Sultan Mab- 
moud (1177-1206) diec, he left in his 
treasury more than 400 pounds weight 
of gems from the Golconda mines. The 
Regent diamond was found in the Gol- 
cez.da fields and weighs (in the rough) 
410 carats. It was with the funds se- 
cured by pawning the Regent diamond 
that Napoleon was enabled to under- 
take the campaign that ended in Ma- 
rengo.

The South African «“‘aron4 ficlds (the 
Jargest in the world) occupy the small 
district in Griqua and west of !t, which 
is in the Orange Free State, and on 
the Vaal River, about six hundred 
miles north of Cape. Town, froni whence 
railway trains are no‘v run in % tiou.s 
to Kimberley, famous *during the Boer 
War. Dtamonds wero first discovered 
in this region in 1866, in river gravels 
of the Vaal and Gong Gong rivers, and 
during several years the yield was very 
large. These deposits were the result 
of the erosion from mines like those of 
Kimberley, De Beers, Bultfontine, the 
Premier and Du Toitspan, the diamonds 
being in a yellow earthy material, whic 
extended to some depth and then 
changed to a soft bluish-gray color. 

An uncut diamond looks very much 
like a bit of the best gum arabic. If 
laid in the sun, then carried into a 
dark room, the diamond displays a dis- 
tinct phosphorescence; in a3 sufficiently 
strong heat, it will burn like a plecc 
of charcoal. Though hard in appear- 
ance, it is one of the most brittle of 
stones; a fall on a wood floor will cften 
crack and ruin the finest of diamonds. 


The Russian scepter is of solid gold, 
three feet long, and contains among its 
ornaments 268 diamons, 360 rubies and 
15 emeralds. The famous Orloff dia- 
mond is set just under the eagle at the 
top of the scepter. It is said to be 
responsible for 67 murders. The Orloff 
diamond is quoted at 194 carats. 

The tomb of Mohammed is covered 
with diamonds, rubies and sapphires 
said to be valued at $10,000,000. The 
diamond worn by the present Sultan of 
Turkey in the sigretre of his plume @:.

Per- 
haps the Danes seletted the raven for 
their standard out of feeling of grati- 
tude, for before the invention of the 
mariner’s compass they are said to 
have found him extremely useful. 


India’s tiger bird, so called because 
he is the one thing the royal beast 
fears, is no larger than the sparrow. 
Yet se bold and combative is he that 
if the great cat is surprised by a suf- 
ficient number of the little creatures 
far from the protecting shelter of the 
jungle it will go hard with him. When 
alone the bird will not attack. Sup- 
ported by a flock of friends, however, 
often numbering several thousand, the 
bird wil] seek out hig hereditary foe 
and give battle. 


This curious story of ducks and 
swallows is related by a correspond- 
ent: As he was passing a farmyard 
he saw the ducks catching and eat- 
ing swallows. One duck was swim- 
ming in the pond and caught a swal- 
low skimming above the water.

LONDON, June 6.—Not for many years 
have the prices of linen, cotton and 
woolen goods attained the high figure 
they have reached today, and all the 
big manufacturers and merchants are 
rushing out fresh catalogues, with the 
prices marked up. The retail trade is 
already beginning to be affected, and 
people who wish to buy are advised to 
do so now, for heavy advances are 
certain in the near future. 

The price of linen yarn has never 
been so high since the American Civil 
War. Two years ago the price of linen 
yarn was 93 cents a bundle. Now it has 
risen to $1.81, an increase of nearly 100 
per cent. 

“In consequence of this heavy rise in 
the cost of raw material,’”’ said J. G. 
Claridge, Lonaon manager of the York 
street Flax Spinning Co. of Belfast, ‘‘the 
values of all classes of linen goods are 
being increased. There is very little 
possibility of prices coming down for a 
considerable time, and I advise everyone 
to buy before further advances take 
place. 

“Spinners in Belfast are sold ahead 
for at least a year at high prices. For 
many years they have been working al- 
most at a loss. Now they are experti- 
encing an unprecedented boom.”

Left New York Secretly. 

“IT have not got all the details pat,”’ 
said Mr. Appleton, ‘‘and will not have 
for several days, but I am informed 
that Mr. Addicks left New York secretly 
six weeks ago and took ship for .Eu- 
rope. He was not broke by any means 
despite reports to the contrary. Ad- 
Cicks is the shrewdest financier in this 
country. When he got snarled up in the 
meshes of the Bay State Gas and other 
enterprises I am sure he had money 
put away. 

Has An Immense Contract. 

“The western copper crowd to a man 
believed in him and many a man whose 
word is a tower of strength could be 
relied upon by Addicks to say a good 
word for him. 

“We understand that Addicks has got 
an immense contract for double track- 
ing the Siberian raitway, which will 
take $50,000,000. This has been one of the 
pet schemes of the Czar, who is known 
to have believed that Russia’s reverses 
in her war with Japan were largely due 
to the inability of the government to 
move troops with celerity over that 
railway.

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JAPAN ANGRY a 
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Associated Press. Denies Reports ; 


That a Hostile Demonstration 
Is Imminent. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

TOKIO, June 6.—The leading papers 
here Whose opinions are worth quot- 
ing are silent on the question of de- 
manding an indemnity for the so-called 
bombarding of Japanese establishments 
in San Francisco. Reparation for the 
damage inflicted and the punishment 
cf the culprits is expected, and it is be- 
lieved the Government is taking proper 
steps in the matter. 

Though the public here is irritated at 
the tardiness displayed in effecting a 
solution of the difficulty, opinion has 
not yet reached the stage of acdvocat- 
ing an appeal to a hostile demonstration 
in any form. It is true, however, that 
popular indignation nas reached a de- 
gree never before witnessed in the his- 
tory of Japan’s relations with the Unit- 
ed States. It is thought by influential 
Japanese that the quicker the facts re- 
garding the negotiations now in prog- 
ress here an¢ in Washington ire pub- 


lished, the better it will be for all con- 
cerne d, as a stage has now been reached 
when it may prove dangerous to keep 
the people in suspense or ignorance of 
what is being done. 

An experienced diplomat who was a 
protege of Marquis Ito and is a pro- 
minent figure in national affairs, said 
today to a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“America is the last country with 
which I expected complications with Ja- 
pan. Traditional friendship of the two 
nations, uniformly maintained by the 
Government at Washington,. makes me 
almost hesitate to believe that an anti- 
Japanese sentiment exists in Uncle 
Sam’s territory, though the unfortunate 
occurrences stand unassa able. 

“Rut before forming a final judg- 
ment in the present instance, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to bear in mind that 
as in America the autonomy of the 
various states is jealously guarded and 
the slightest infringement or interfer- 
ence by the national authorities is 
deeply resented. Consequently, the 
Federal Government is in a most deli- 
cate position. 

“Fortunately the present chief execu- 
tive of the United States is a wonder- 
ful personality. 

“The Japanese cause, in the present 
instance, is right throughout, beyond 
the shadow of a doupt.¢ This is a fact 
impossible to escape the enlightened 
judgment of a personage like President 
Roosevelt. I confidently predict that 
justice will be meted out and the soon- 
er his action in this matter is made 
known the better.’’

Reunited in Station. 

Mrs. Kelly and Duham were taken to 
the station separately... She was sit- 
ting in the Inspector’s office looking 
young, pretty and attractive when Kelly 
arrived, carrying a big bouquet of 
American beauty roses. 

“Kate, dear, thése are for you,” Kelly 
said, tossing the massive bunch into the 
lap of the young woman. She hid her 
face in them for a moment before she 
arose and greeted him in a friendly 
manner. 

“IT have come to take you home, 
Kate,”’ the husband said, as he looked 
pleadingly at his young wife. “All will 
be forgiven. Will you return with me?” 

The wife left the station with her 
husband.

Estimates Howard Gould’s Estate 
at $20,000,000 and Income 
at $1,000,000. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 7.—Six women may 


be named by Mrs. Howard Gould in her 
separation suit against her husband, 
and something worse than the statu- 


tory offense be alleged. 

When De Lancey Nicoll, Gould's coun- 
sel, was pressing his point in court yes- 
terday that unfaithfulness could not 
form the basis of a suit for separation 
under the conditions of the Gould sult, 
Clarence J. Shearn, Mrs. Geuld’s attor- 
ney, caused a sensation when he re- 
torted: 

‘‘Whether we mean a statutory offense 
or something worse in our allegation 
we will not specify in.open court, but 
we will name it in a bill of particulars 
if the defense insists on having it.”’ 

Argued Motion for Two Hours. 

Mr. Nicoll took two hours fer his ar- 
gument of his metion to strike out cer- 
tain points In the plaintiff's petition. 
Every word was listened to attentively 
by a courtroom full of persons, many 
of them fashionably dressed women. 

He cited authorities to prove that the 
statutory charge was irrevelant in a 
suit for separation and that the alle- 
gations that Mrs. Geuld had been spied 
upon and her mail tampered with and 
her past life raked over were irrevelant 
to her charge of. cruelty. 

‘It only remains for the Court to de- 
cide,”” said Mr. Shearn in answer, 
‘‘whether ‘openly and notoriously’ main- 
taining an illicit relation with women 
of bad character permits a wife to live 
with her husband and still retain her 
self-respect, or whether such conduct is 
calculated to cause a wife mental agony 
and distress, or to shame and humiliate 
her, or whether surrounding a wife in 
her home with spies and detectives—to 
whom is communicated the charge that 
the wife cannot be trusted in her own 
home—or having a servant open the 
wife’s mail surreptitiously and ceom- 
municate the contents to the husband, 
is conduct that is cruel and inhuman. 

“It would be a reproach to the Court 
to argue such a proposition.’’ 

Court Reserves Decision. 

Justice McCall reserved decision, ask- 
ing for briefs next Monday. Mr. Nicoll 
asked for an extension of time for his 
answer and Mr. Shearn consented. 

In the bill of complaint, made public 
by Mr. Nicoll after the hearing, Mrs. 
Gould recites the fact of her marriage 
and that the estate of her husband is 
valued at $20,000,000, from which he de- 
rives an income of $1,000,000. 


BATHTUBS IN ENGLISH HOMES 


Some Sunk Under Floor and Oth- 
ers Hoisted to the Ceiling. 


The noterfous disregard of the neces- 
sity for bathing facilities is the English 








those of the présent day, which has 
created so much adverse criticism on 


the part of visiting Americans is grad- 
ually being overcome, says the: Phila- 
delphia Record. However, to an Amar- 
ican the subterfuge fer bathrooms are 
extremely amusing. In one case, and 
this is very recent, it was proposed in a 
‘“‘model”’ house to sink a bathtub in 
the floor of the kitchen and to cover it 
the 
supply of water being obtained from the 
nearby sink by means of a flexible hose 
connection. 

A still more recent so-called “bath 


‘linstallation for small houses and cot- 
,| tages”” which is advertised in the lead- 


ing plumbers’ trade journal of Great 
Britain consists of a galvanized iron 
bathtub arranged upon a platform which 
it is proposed to elevate bodily to the 
ceiling when not In use. It is explained 
that this makes an admirable installa- 
tion for the “‘scullery or kitchen of the 
small house property.”’ 

The bath is fixed upon a platform 
with feet, and by means of pulleys and 
steel ropes it Is raised much as an ele- 
vator would be, upon uprights placed 
against an adjacent wall. Short lengths 
of hose are used to connect the bath 
with the hot and cola water pipes of 


the sink. 


When it is desired to empty the bath 


jit is raised above the level of the sink,
